This home, which was founded De- 
cember, 1885, by the church mission 
to deaf-mute, is admirably situated in 
the centre of a line farm of one hun- 
dred and fifty six acres, extending 
from the turnpike between New Ham- 
burgh ami I'ouglikeepsie, to the banks 
of the Hudson Kiver. 

The Farm is enclosed by a substan- 
tial si one wall, anil is in a high state 
of Cultivation — its products finding a 
ready sale in Wappinger's Falls and 
I'ouglikeepsie. 

On entering thegate from the road, 
and crossing a creek of never failing 
pure water, there is seen on a high 
knoll the farm-house with its sur- 
rounded barns, stables, carriage-house, 
cattle yard, elc. A broad macadam- 
ized avenue, bordered with pines and 
other trees, forming a shady arch, 
winds through the farm to the circle 
at the Mansion. 

This is a commodious edifice, sub- 
si initially built of stone and brick, 
with a chapel, library, dining-room, 
ami ample accommodations for fifty 
people. This handsome building, 
covered With vines, and surrounded by 
!, is situated una high bluff, over- 
looking the Hudson. 'Hie view from 
the front, over the lawn, and down 
the river towards Newburgh, the 
Storm King and Anthony's Nose, is 
romantic in I he extreme, and breathes 
of pesos and rest, from the trials, 
tribulations, and cares of this world. 

The blutT on the river, with its 
valuable limestone tpiarries, is covered 
hv several acres of woodland. Across 
the railroad track is an eligible water- 
front, wiih a convenient dock, where 
supplies can be delivered by boat ; and 
the Railroad Company contemplate 
establishing a station, within five 
minutes' walk of the mansion, at 
Clinton Point. 

In this Ket real, a "w* Johnland" 
for deaf-mutes, it is proposed to ga- 
ther aged ami intirin, ami others as 
may moil fostering care after they 
leave school, ltisexpeeled that most 
of jibe inmates will he able to work on 
the farm, or in shops at various trades, 
thus contributing to the support of 
the Home. There will he frequent 
sign services in the ohapel, and con- 
si ant efforts put forth to lead tlieee 
"children of silence" to believe in 
Him who said " Ephphiitha" to the 
man that was deaf and had an im- 
pediment in his speech. 

The object of tins Home should be 
borne in mind, by all that desire that 
the Heuf-Mutes should be made as 
happy and useful as may bo consist- 
ent with their great deprivation. It 
Charity that appeals to the gener- 
ous sympathy of all christian people.
